P IN WISCONSIN, the two most talkecl-of industrial cities 
today are Milwaukee and Kenosha. Milwaukee's Socialist pol-

Then all the community decided to forget old grudges and to or 
ganize for war work. 
AVheii peace came, the men who liad been 


working together decided to keep up their united organization to 
solve the big, new problems? of reconstruction. How they are doing 
this the whole country is beginning to learn. The leading manufac- 
turers, the retailers, officials of organized labor, other men's and 
the leading women's organizations agreed to take up together the 
problems of housing, the street c.ur service, the schools, all needed 
public improvements. 


Such men as Mayor Joachim and the must influential aldermen, 


Z. G. Simmons, maker of steel beds; C. W. Nash, of the Nash Motors; 
Roger Kimball, of the Black Cjit; the Cooper brothers of the big 
underwear factory, (he loading officials of the American Brass Co., 
C. S. White, known as a maker of st/.'el wire, meet, with committees 
made up of local business men, the leading educators, representative 
labor lenders, and so on, and at. least twice a month they thresh out 
all the pressing local problems, big or little. 


Already this city of only .'i(),000 or 40,000 people lias raised a 


million-dollar housing .fund that insures at least 5,000 homes for 
workers who had previously been herded in tenements. It has clean 
politics and fine schools. It is building new streets by scores of miles 
each year. U has a city plan in sight and is financing a practically 
bankrupt, street ear system to develop previously unsettled territory 
for the new homes, so that any worker can pay for his own home! 
out of what formerly went in rent for a crowded wooden shack. 


The Simmons company has just put in operation plans by which 


ihe employes and the employers together on a board, insure fair' 
treatment and conditions of employment to every worker, and in' 
addition every 'wage-earner draws just exactly thn same dividend!
